The scribes, who had been left out on 
the limb by the Rhineland puncher’s remarkable victory, 
were quick to predict that the beating Joe had assimilated 
would slow him up and make his path to the championship 

i an uncertain one. There were many excuses for Joe’s de- 
{ feat. Sports columnists the country over gave their ver- 
sion as to just why the super-ringman of all time fell be- 
fore Max's right hand, but when Joe was asked for an ex- 
planation of Schmeling’s victory he said simply, ‘I got hit.’ 

‘“4 year has passed since Joe was counted out. The 
ebony-colored son of an Alabama cotton picker is now the 
international heavyweight champion of the world. Phe 
writers who were making excuses for his defeat are now 
singing his praises, yet perhaps the greatest praise that can 
be given Joe Louis is to recount his vivid sentence, “I got 
hit.’. Neither alibi nor exeuse—just a terse statement of 
fact. How many of us would be better off if we had Joe’s 
ability to face the faets squarely and make no plea for vin- 
j dieation. True enough, we can say that we aren’t in the 
; prize ring fighting a foe who is trying to commit legal 
mayham on us. Neither are we receiving any fabulous 
1 sums for exposing our chins to five knuekles encased in a 
six-ounce glove. Instead, we’re in the greater arena of life 
with no legion of sports writers to sing our praise or ex- 
euse our defeats. Circumstance is in one corner, we’re in 
the other, and Time is the referee. The duration of the bout 
is a lifetime and no quarter is asked nor given. What hap- 
pens—how many knockdowns do we take and get up— 
whether we win or whether the count is made over us de- 
pends to a surprising degree on our ability to say like Joe 
Louis, ‘I got hit.’ 

‘*As inmates of this institution we have taken it on the 
chin from the gentleman in the opposing corner. In ring 
parlance, we were butting, gouging, hitting low, and gen- 
erally breaking the rules. We're down. The ring posts 
are dancing, the lights and faces of our friends in that big 
audience out there are a whirling blur. Yet somehow we 
must—we have to climb up off the canvas; and if we’re 
susceptible to learning anything whatsoever we will not 
lead with our chin again. Life, we learn, can hit with the 
foree of a thousand Max Schmelings. Conversely, the man 
who gets up from imprisonment and consequent disgrace 
—and who goes on to suecess amongst his fellows should 
receive the fulk measure of praise. That this praise is not 
forthcoming does not dim the merit of the achievement. 
For to those who have been down and got to their feet 
again, no amount of praise can intensify the sense of in- 
ner satisfaction. And as the day draws near for the gates 
to swing open—and whether the time has been long or 
short—it seems but the sensible thing to say—like Joe 
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Louis—‘I got hit’.
